The increasing unity of the world is at once a cause and a result 
of the increasing power of tlTb paper. 
If steam has made the world 
a unit, and a small unit, too, in respect to personalities, the telegraph 
and the telephone have made the world one in respect to intelligence. 
The daily press is giving us as much news regarding China, Turkey 
and India as formerly the Springfield Republican gave about the 
Berkshires or tho Bangor Whig and Courier about Penobscot county. 
Nothing is so interesting to man as man, and therefore men wiU 
read the paper which tells about themselves, aud especially about 
themselves in deeds of daring and wickedness; of goodness, too, be 
it said, although it must be added that for certain readers conditions 
of wickedness are more fascinating than conditions of goodness.

licans. attention being especially di­ 
rected toward Mr. Babcock, of Wis­

One Proposes Abolishing Office Of In 
Armary Director—Local Op­ 
tion Measure. 
Columbus, Fob. TD'.-—(Special)—Mr 
Matirk. of Lawrence, introduced a bill 
iii the house Monday afternoon abol 
bhfng boards of Infirmary directors in 
the several counties of the state.

and often dying Iii the tim ber. 
The 
worm grow s in some localities to a 
length of tw elve inches, its girth be­ 
ing one and a half Inches, and the 
curious thiug about Its w hlpilke bi>dy 
is its exceeding tenderness. 
It cannot 
bear its own w eight, 
It will break if 
subjected TA any strain. 
It will burrow straig h t along the 
grain of the wood unless turned aside 
by a knot or nail, ami, no m atter how 
m any of these w orm s may be burrow ­ 
ing iii the sam e piece of wood, they 
never run their channels into one un- j 
other. 
By some m arvelous Instinct j 
they k« ep clear of each other’s pre- I 
serves. W e have recently seen a cross J 
section of u log eighteen Inches in j 
diam eter, and we counted no few er 
than HK) d istin ct burrow s.

NEW BILLS INTRODUCED 


One Proposes Abolishing Office Of In- 
firmary Director—Local Op­ 
tion Measure. 
Columbus, Fob. 18.—(Special) — Mr. 
Mauck, of Lawrence, introduced a bill 
in the house Monday afternoon abol­ 
ishing boards of Infirmary directors in 
the several counties of the state. The 
measure provides that the duties of 
such boards shall revert to the county 
commissioners, who shall receive an 
Increase of $100 in their salaries for 
the additional amount of labor im 
pored upon them under the provisions 
of the aet.
